TO THE SOCIETY OF FRIENDS. 


“* For after that, in the wisdom of God, the world by 
wisdom knew not God, it pleased God by the foolishness of 
preaching to save them that believe.” 1 Cor. i. 21. 

It appears from this passage, that one design of Di- 
vine Providence in leaving the Gentile world 80 long 
without the Scriptures, was to show that no other light 
would be sufficient for man’s Salvation. After 4000 
years experiment, when it was clearly seen that neither 
Heason, Conscience nor Tradition, nor all combined 
could turn men from idolatry and sin, and thus save 
them from perdition, it pleased God to send forth the 
Jewish Scriptures, and by these to effect what all other 
light had failed to accomplish. Wherever the Bible 
has come—vpen and gross Idolatry is unknown, one only 
God is acknowledged, one Saviour adored, one Way of 
Salvation adopted. Wherever the Bible is not known 
all the darkness of idolatry, superstition and open and 
abominable immoralities prevail. Go thro the hea- 
then world, and you will not find one man who wor- 
ships Jehovah, one who is not either an idolater or an 
atheist. You will not find a single preacher of Jesus 
Christ, nor a single church erected to the Triune God. 
Yet Amicus seems to think it, “very doubtful” whether 
** what is called Christendom” furnishes more consist- 
ent people than heathen lands. He contends, in the 
very face of the passage which stands at the head of 
this letter, that the world by their wisdom and philo- 
suphy did know God, even before the “ foolishness 
of preaching” was heard, or the Scriptures made 
known! And he particularly quotes Thales, Solon, 
Chilo, Bias, Anaxagoras, Pythagoras, and Marcus 
Aurelius as persons who had acquired and expressed 
some rational notions of the Unity, Omnipresence and 
Omniscience of the Deity—notions which he thinks they 
could not have acquired without “ Internal Light,” or 
an immediate revelation from heaven. 

In answer, | would Remark 

1, Reason or the Light of nature may teach man the 
Existence, the Unity and many of the Perfections of 
God. As the Apostle says “The invisible things of Him 
ure clearly seen, being understood by the things that are 
made, (or works of Creation,) even his eternal Power 
and Godhead.” Rom. i. 20, Now had these philoso. 
phers any more knowledge of God than they could 
have derived from Reason ? 

2. The faculty of Conscience is as universal as the 
faculty of Reason, and (like Reason) operates in all 
in proportian to its cultivation. It is the substance of 
the Moral or Adamic Law engraven on the heart. Thus 
the Apostle says “The Gentiles have the work (or 
substance, or import) of the law written on their 
hearts, their consctences in the mean time accusing or 
else excusing them.” Rom. ii, 15. Now had these Phi- 
losophers any deeper sense of right or wrong than what 
they might have derived from this universal Monitor ? 
Neither Reason nor Conscience, however, can teach 
one gospel truth, or give the least hint of a way of 
salvation. 

3. Many of the early Revelations made to Adam, 
Enoch, Noah, &c. were handed down by T'radition,— 
and in after ages, by the frequent dispersions of the 
Jews, some knowledge of the Bible must have been 
diffused in different countries. Now, before Amicus 
attributes the doctrines of these lLeathen Philosophers 
io * Internal Light,” or an immediate revelation from 
the Spirit of God, he ts bound to prove that the whole of 
their knowledge could not have been derived from one or 
the other of the above sources. 

4. But after all what did these wisest of the heathen 
know? Thales, Bias, Cnilo, and Solon) were 4 of the 
‘7 wise men of Greece,” and may therefore be sup- 
posed to know as much, at least, as any of their co- 
temporaries. But what did they know? Put all their 
wisdom together and it amounts to less than mere 
reason, Without the Scriptures, can now demonstrate. 
A Christian school boy off 10 years old, with the Bible 
in his hand, could teach them more of God and spirit- 
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their lives! Whatever they might say of one Supreme 
Being, they had no honorable ideas of him. Their 
Jupiter was a limited Monarch, shackled by a parlia- 
ment of other gods, who often hindered and defeated 
his purposes ! Their Tartarus and Elysium were cor- 
eee of aaa. and were p not for ail man- 
ind, but only for the greatly wicked or eminently good. 
Whatever they shenughe, they, practised Polytheism, and 
taught it in their writings. They sent people to the 
Oracies to learn their duty, and laid it down as a fun- 
damental principle, that al/ should conform to the religion 
of their country! They taught that jing was lawful 
when it was profitable, and were generally unclean and 
immoral in their lives. 
. Pythageras worshipped the gods every morning at an 
early hour,—believed in the metempsychosis or trans- 
migration of souls; and lying, said he remembered to 
have inhabited already the bodies of 4 different per- 
sons! Anaxagoras held that god was the “ soul of 
the world,” of course that the world was god, and every 
part of it might be worshi ,~and thus encouraged 
polytheism. Plato taught that the best guide was the 
Delphian Oracles, and in his “ Utopia” or model of a 
perfect Republic, he recommended community of wives 
and the worship of their old idols ’—Socrates, 
with his dying breath, ordered to sacrifice a cock to 
_Esculapius, the god of physic! And not a Philosopher 


' can be named but showed the childishness of his notions 


on religion. Yet these are the eniizhtenied men whom 
Amicus places on a par in point of spiritual informa- 
tion with the people of this Christjan/land ! 

But the character on whom he seems principally to 
rely is Marcus Aurelius, Emperorof Rome. He lived 
160 years after Christ, and when Qhristianity had made: 
considerable progress in his Empire. He was a great 
philosopher, and in a poptlarsense, an excellent 
But his “ Meditations” show that he was only or hard- 
ly a sober deist. He held that God was the “ soul of 
the world,” and therefore that every part of the world 
was god, and he himself a part ot God. He considered 
his mind or soul a part of the Divine essence, and 
therefore speaks of having God wishin Aim. Thus he 
prays to the world, “ Whatsoever is agreeable to taee, 
O comely World, is agreeable to me.” And again, 
“‘ Every thing is acceptable fruit to me which thy sea- 
sons, O nature, bear. From thee are all things, in thee 
all things subsist, and to thee all things return.” He 
generally spoke in the polytheistic strain,swore by *Ju- 
tam and all the gods,” and was remarkably profuse in 
lis sacrifices at their shrines. Was this worshipping 
Jehovah! Confession of sin made no part of his reli- 
gion—any more than it does of yours / He gives not 
the least hint of a future Judgment, or of the punzsh- 
mens of the wicked, and speaks doubdifully of the Im- 
mortality of the soul!!! How enlightened he must 
have been! What remarkable revelations he must have 
had! How dearly he loved Christianity all historians 
tell. Milner says he was “an implacable persecutor of 
Christians for 19 years,”—that is till death cut short his 
persecuting arm. Mosheim says, “If we except that of 
Nero, there was no reign under which the Christians 
were more injuriously and cruelly treated than under 
that of the wise and virtuous Marcus Aurelieus.” 
Besides thousands of others, the venerable Polycarp 
and Justin Martyr fell a sacrifice to hiscruelty. Yet 
Amicus is right in supposing him a good Quaker. He 
had no sense of sin—was proud and self complacent—an 
adversary to the gospel, said nothing of future punish- 
ment, and thought his own wicked heart was a divine 
light and a better guide than the Bible ! 

And now, | wish to ask a few more Questions. If an 
Internal Revelation superior to the External Revela- 
tion of the Scriptures, be given to all mankind, how 
happens it; 

1. That the heathen are so ignorant of the doctrine 
of the Trinity ? The Bible speaks of “ Three that bear 
record in heaven, the Father, the Word and the Holy 
Ghost, which three are one.” 1 John v.7. Now how 





happens it that their revelation never told them of this 
important truth ? 2. If their Revelation be superior 
to ours, how happens it that not one of them says a 
| word of Jesus Christ, of a Messiah—of a Mediator— 
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importance 2? Why then has not their revelation taught 
it to them ? Let Amicus answer it. ' 

3. If they have a Light superior to the Bible, how 
happens it that not one of their spiritual guides ever 
taught them to rest their hope of onon the A¢- 





onement of a Mediatorial substitute ? If t had so 
much light, why did none of them ever s of such 
an atonement? 4. If they have so much light, how 


happens it that none of them teach the total depravity 

of the human heart—the liability of sinners to eternal 

wrath, and the necessity of regeneration ? These truths 

are essential to salvation.. Now can Amicus one 

instance of a man acquiring a knowledge of these 

trmthia by Internal without External revelation—Let 
im try. 

5. Had the Light. he supposes to have been given to 

the heathen efficacy equal to the Bible to purify the heart 
and life? He will harldly deny there are some saints 
in Christendom, some who live a life of Penitence, 
Faith, and Holiness. Now will he produce one instance 
—only one—of a person destitute of external revela- 
tion who showed by his life that his heart was holy and 
that he had felt the power of the gospel ? Can you pro- 
duce one of all these enlightened philosophers who was 
not either an Idolater—or a Persecutor, or an advocate 
for Lying,—for fornication,—for community of wives— 
for the murder of poor and unhealthy children—or who 
was not a Sodomite? The Internal Light, therefore, of 
the heathen (if they had any) had no efficacy to purify 
their lives. ButAmicus acknowledges that the Bible has 
efficacy,for be says, "tight has been more distinctly fet, 
and improved where the Bible has come, because the 
Bible every where directs its reader to attend to internal 
light.” Reader, this is an important acknowledgment, 
and upon it.I would found a few more Questions, to 
which I lope Amicus will give an honest answer. 1. 
Is not this in effect admitting that without the Serip- 
tures, Internal Light is an ineficacious and insufficient 
guide ?_ Without the Bible it is not “ distinctly 
elt and improved.” 2. Is not this lighting a candle to 
discover the Sun ?—sending the Bible to lead to a 
Greater Light! Ifthe Sun of Righteousness was pre- 
viously shining on the Gentile world, how could the 
rising of a /esser light increase our spiritual vision? Now 
it appears to me that as the Biéle, wherever it has come, 
has turned darkness into day, that this is a sufficient 
proof of its being superior to all other lights. 

3 Even on your own principles that Internal Light 
is more distinctly felt and improved where the Bible 
comes, is not the diffusion of the Bible most important? 
lf a man had a “treasure hid in a field,” or a“ light 
under a bushel” which he did not, could not know of 
till some one told him, would it be kind in any one to 
withhold the information? Now, granting that the hea- 
then have within them all the light which you suppose, 
if that light has no efficacy to purify their hearts and 
lives, and if it can never be “distinctly felt and ira- 
proved or attended'to” till the Bible is put into their 
hands,—why do you oppose the circulation of the Scrip- 
ture—condemn Bible Societies—exalt and extol the light 
of the heathen—and underrate the light of the Bible ! 

And now, my friends, while 1 condemn your errors, 
1 love your persons, and sincerely mourn for your delu- 
sion, and long and pray for your salvation. PAUL.

From the Missionary Herald for March. 
SANDWICH ISLAND MISSION 


Joint Letter of the Missvonaries,to Dr. Wor. 
cester. Woahoo, July 6, 1821, 


Rev. and very Dear Sir,—Our unchanging 
Benefactor is now kindly offering us another ope 
portunity to communicate with you. The shi 
Alexander, Capt. Comeford which left Boston 
last Oct. for Columbia River. arrived here yes- 
terday, and will sail for America to-morrow 
by the way cf Canton. By the last eonvey- 
auce, Capt. Lewis, of the ship Arab, we wrote 
you in our joint letter, of the general prospe- 
rity of our schools ;—of the removal of bro- 
ther Thurston from Kirooah, and settlement at 
this pe ;—of the defection and excision of 
Dr. Holman ;—of the erection of our framed 
house ;—and gave some intimation of a cone 
templated visit to the Society Isles, by the spe- 
cial and gratuitous favor of King Tamoree. 

It is now about three months sinee he began 
to contemplate that enterprize, and he seems 
steadily to aim at it, as an object noble and tru. 
ly desirable. He is disposed to fit and man, and 
send at his own expense. one of his new fine 
brigs,-lying in Wymai bay without employ~ 
ment in perfect trim for a voyage, and well fur- 
nished with the substantial provision for such 
a a He wishes to open a friendly ecor- 
respondence with Ponmare—to inquire how he 
and the Missionaries do, and how they live, 
and to give us the opportunity to see them, that ” 
we may be more useful to him and his nation. 
He wishes also to procure seeds. plants, shrubs 
&e. from the variety and exuberance which 
those isles afford. 

Reasons for sucha Voyage.’ 

We desire to cherish in ‘T'ameoree so noble a 

spirit. We desire to draw in the salutary in- 
fluence of Pomare at this time to encourage the 
rulers of these islands to acknowledge Jehovah 
as their God, and Jesus Christ as their Savior. 
We desire to see our missionary brethren there; 
—(o make ourselves minutely acquainted with 
the whole economy of their establishment: to 
avail ourselves of their personal advice from 
long experience; to see the state of their 
schools and church; the modes of instruetion 
and of worship adopted among the people ; to 
what laws, customs, arts, &e. they have recom- 
mended or would recommend; to obtain copies 
of all their elementary books, translations, &e. 
to consult them especially respecting the most 
convenient characters for writing, and printing 
this language; and to be refreshed by our 
brethren there in our distant pilgrimage in this 
western world. ‘These are facilities for our 
work which we should hope to obtain,—facili- 
ties of which we now feel the most pressing 
need, and without which we helieve many of 
eur plans must be less wisely concerted; man 
of our measures less decided; and our labours 
more tedious and unsuccessful, our steps more 
tardy and hesitating in many parts of the great 
work of laying the foundations broad and last. 
ing in this new and interesting place,—where 
the temple of the Lord Jehovah must rise in 
order and beauty, filled with his glory. 
_ Nor ean we say, that an ardent desire to re- 
joice with our brethren there over the late 
downfall of idols, and the signal triumphs of 
the cross in those favoured isles; to refres} 
them with good news from a far land: and to 
preach among our fellow laborers there, and the 
natives converted to christianity; has no small 
influence on our minds, in looking at the ques- 
tion of expediency, as to sending one or more’ 
of our number to them at this time. 

Remembering the desire of our patrons, tha: 
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we might enjoy the benefit of a personal inter- 
view with those honored servants of the Lord 
Jesus, should Providence pet it in our power, 
we have presumed upon their approbation of 
the intended visit, in view of what we consider 
to be weighty reasons in ils favor, provided no 
material objections are opposed to it. Now we 
apprehend no increase of expense to our patrons, 
no loss of time, as our schools can be well con- 
ducted in the mean while, and the business of 
acquiring this language will not be retarded ; 
iioed of influence with this people, who have 
heard a good account of the improvements at 
Otaheite, and desire to see the same here; no 
sacrifice of health, as it is the opinion of those 
deemed eompetent to judge, that there would 
rather be a prospect of promoting health. 
Nature of the Voyage. 
t We have deliberately consulted the opini- 
on of several gentlemen acquainted with the 
nature of the voyage and with the chiefs of 
both nations, who advise us to go, and who, 
from habitual aets of kindness deserve our con- 
fidence as friends; such as Capt. Davis and 
others. ‘They tell us that the passage is uni- 
formly pleasant, occupying about 20 days to 
go, and 16 to return.— l'amoree is particularly 
anxious that one of the brethren from that sta- 
tion should go, and to the mission it appears 
desirable that. one of the missionaries should 
also go from this station, which ‘Tamoree de- 
cidedly approves. It has seemed desirable to 
us all, that some such expedient should be tried 
to revive the drooping heart and sinking health 
of brother Ruggles, for which medicine seems 
to be applied in vain. He has lately come to 
this Island te make an experiment, tu consult 
on the subject, and to inform us, that ‘Tamoree 
says his brig is ready to sail; that he has en- 
saged a good man to take ig of her as 
master, and that he wishes Mr. Bingham to 
vome down with a view to embark shortly. 
State of the Missions. 

We will now undertake to give you the out- 
line of our history for a few weeks past. We 
have often heretofore had oceasion to speak of 
the wonderful preservation of our lives and 
health.’ ‘The family has lately been affiicted 
with sickness ;—though the chastening rod nas 
heen Jaid on with a gentle hand. The dysen- 
tery has threatened almost alithe family. Mr. 
Chamberlain and Thomas Hopoo, have been 
sick with it, and under the physician’s care. 
Mrs. C. has lately been confined at the same 
time. An infant orphan taken into the fami- 
ly, bereft of its mother by death, of its nurse 
also by death, of its father (a white man,) by 
desertion.—nourished and cherished especially 
by Mrs. Loomis,—died last week with a drop- 
sy in the brain, and was decently interred by 
us. 
Yesterday we attended the funeral services of 
Mr. Lovell, second officer of the American brig 
{no, Capt. Grimes, who had been several weeks 
in the mission family, sinking in the last stages 
of consumption, and who died on the 4th in- 
stant.—He was the son of Mr. Lovell of Bos- 
ton, an officer of the customs in that town— 
From the care of the sick, disturbed rest, and 
apprehensions of an attack of common com- 
plaint, Mr. Bingham omitted to preach in his 
turn one Sabbath: the only instance of the 
kind since our landing. 

Through the merciful kindness of our cove- 
nant Father, the family are now comfortable ; 
though Mr. Chamberlain is not entirely re- 
covered, 

School and School Fund. _ 

But let us with gratitude look upon another 
part of the proposed outline. Luring this sea- 
son of affliction, our flourishing school has pas- 
sed its 4th quarterly examination, to the great 
satisfaction of the family, of the American 
consul, and some other gentlemen present. 
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And iu our report of the orphan school, patro- 
nized by foreigners, we had occasion to ae- 
knowledge 707 dols, subseribed, and 527 dols. 
collected during the last year for the support 
and education of orphan children; and the 
subscription has been augmented since to more 
than 800 dols. 
Erection of a Church. 

The liberal gentlemen in port, with two of 
the prineipal chiefs, have subseribed from 400 
to 500, dele. for the purpose of erecting a de- 
eent ehurech for the worship of Jehovah, with 
the full approbation of the king aad. chiefs. 
Capt. Brown subscribes for the pulpit; Capt. 
S. turns one thousand feet of iumber, which 
we bought of him at 60 dols. and places to that 
subseription; captains Ebbets and Davis sub 
seribe 40 dols. each, and 60 dols. each to the 
school fund, besides many other favors to the 
family. 

‘The house for public worship is to be built in 
the native 4 thatehed with grass and lined 
with mats; but will be furnished with glass 
windows, good doors, ‘with two rows of long 
seats, seperated by an aisle, besides a decent 
pulpit, and aeprepcipte seats for the mission 
family, and will aceommodate about 200 peo- 
ple, for a few years, till a chapel can be erect- 
ed still more commodious and permanent. 

This we consider an important testimony from 
the government, as well as from the foreigners, 
in favor of the worship of the true God. And 
we would callon our patrons and helpers 
in our native land to help us to praise Ged for 





Seme 
of the most interesting facts stated above, re- 
specting the subseription for the héuse of wor- 
a aud the decided approbation of the king 
and chiefs, were communicated to us on the 
last Monthly Coneert, and we were made to re- 
joice in the gracious promise, “ While they are 
yet speaking I will hear.”?

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MISSION AMONG THE CHEROKEES 
OF THE ARKANSAW 
JOURNAL OF THE MISSION AT DWIGHT. 


The mission family arrived at Dwight about 
the 10th of May last. The regular journals 
of that station have sinee been received, from 

















which we make the following extracts. 
Sabbath, May 13,1821. Had publie wor- 
ship for the first time in the place where we 
hope to publish the glad tidings of the Gospel, 
to sinners enveloped in the thick mists of hea- 
then darkness. Four or five Cherokees were 
present; but we could communicate nothing of 
the Gospel to them, as we have ne interpreter. 
Blacks, and people fro-a the white settlements 
south of the river, composed a — 
respectable for numbers. Brother Washburn 


preached. 
Exemplary Devotedness. 

July 4. Meeting for business. Resolved: 4. 
That we hold ourselves consecrated to the 
work, on which we have entered for life. 

2. That we neither expect nor receive any 
earthly emoluments whatever, for our services, 
except what is necessarily expended for our 
support while under the patronage ef the 
Board. 

8. ‘That we consider all the property eom- 
mitted to our care as sacred to the Lord, and 
ourselves bound to use it as such. 

4. That we will endeavour, at all times, to 
consider ourselves as brethren engaged in the 
same work, and to cultivate a spirit of union 
and peace, among ourselves; that we may not 
retard a growth of grace in our own hearts, nor 
the progress of the Gospel among those with 
whom we dwell.

9. A half breed Cherokee, brother to Cath- 
arime aud David Brown, called to make us a 
visit; He can spell English well; has had 
considerable acquaintance with the whites; 
and is a young man of some intelligence; but 
appeared, notwithstanding, deplorably ignorant 
on all spiritual subjects. tle said he had ne- 
ver been told, and never knew, but that men 
died like the beasts;—that man has a soul 
which exalts him above them, and would exe 
ist after death ;—or that there was a beloved 
book which informed us of a future state. He 
said he rather thought in himself, that men did 
not die as beasts; hut that they lived somewhere 
after death, but how or where, he knew not. 
Brother Washburn, who had considerable con- 
versation with him, endeavoured to enlighten 
his mind on these subjects ;—to show him the 
certainty of a future state, and that too of hap- 
piness or misery, as men are righteous or wick- 
ed in this world. While deseribing to him the 
two different places where the righteous and the 
wicked will forever dwell in a future world, 
he appeared very solemn; bat when told the 
way by which the wieked might become right- 
eous, escape from sin and misery, and finally 
go tothe happy place, he appeared to be much 
interested and pleased: said he would come 
again, and hear more good talk. 

| itis to he hoped that this young man will 
eome to the knowledege of that Gospel, whose 
beneficent influence has been experienced, in so 
signal a manner, by his father’s family. How 
striking does the apostle’s question seem, How 
shall they hear without a preacher ; as exempli- 
fied in this young man and his brethern. He 
has been removed far mio the wilderness, and. 
never heard of a future state; they remained 
in the place, to which missionaries were ap- 
proaching ; their ears heard the proclamation 
of merey; their hearts were opened to receive 
it; and they now belong to a Christian ehurch, 
and their eonduet agrees with their profession.

Extract of a letter from Waterford, county of 
Erie, Pennsylvania, dated January 31, 1822. 


Some time in the last summer, it pleased the 
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in the neighbourhood has become a house of 
prayer, where, six months ago, i do not know 
there was a praying family. This is the 
Lord’s work, and it is marvellous in our eyes. 
One circumstance deserves to be recorded. A 
boy of 13 years of age, who has become a sub- 
ject of grace, and whose father and mother 
were without hope, ebserved to his father as 
follows :——“ Sir, there is not a house in the 
neighbeurhood but ours, but what is a house of 
prayer, and I don’t know hew to have it so.

The tears 
trickled from the father’s eyes, while he an- 
swered, * I have no objections.” From that 
time, the boy has kept up family prayer. QO, 
may the prayers of the -children for their pa- 
rents, parents for children, arise before God, till 
all shall knew him, from the least to the great- 
est. Atthe other place which I mentioned, 
the work has not gone on so rapidly, and I 
have not time to give aa account of it now. 





Pittsburg, Pa.—Mr. William Goodell, who 
is accepted as a missionary, to be sent hereaf- 
ter to Western Asia, is at present discharging 
an agency for the Board, in Ohio, having pas- 
sed through the states of New York and Penn- 
sylvania. Inthe early part of December, he 
spent some time at Pittsburg; and, under the 
date of the 10th, gives the following account of 
adeep seriousness, which had just commenced. 

“From Tuesday to Saturday, I attended 
twelve or fourteen public meetings, which were 
generally much crowded, and the whole as- 
sembly often more than melted into tears. Af- 
ter public worship, one evening in Rev. Mr. 
Swift’s church, professors of religion and the 
awakened were requested to tarry to converse, 
a few moments, on the state of religion in their 
own hearts; and those, who did not wish to 
be conversed with on the state of their souls, 
were requested to retire from the house ; and, 
in the mean time, the people of God were 
requested to pray for those who might thus re- 
tire. In a moment, the heads of the professors 
of godliness-were dropped, as in the attitude 
of prayer. All was silent and solemn as 








Lerd to awaken a few of the inhabitants of 
the town of Clymer, in the state of New-York, 
a new town incorporated last spring, on the 
line of Pennsylvania. ’ 

A general attention to the things of religion 
soon took place, and a few became the subjects 
of Divine grace. In October, elder Gillet and 
myself visited them, baptized eight, and con- 
stituted a chureh : 

Afterwards we frequently visited them ; and 
the reformation beeame general, and one of the 
most powerful that 1 ever saw in any place. 
‘The most violent opposers, who would attend 
meetings to make derision, frequently went 
home pricked in the heart, and erying out for 
merey. Their convictions were of the most 
pungent kind; their deliverance clear and ex- 

pressive of Divine grace. The most profound 
order and solemn attention were paid to the 
word; and conferences and prayer meetings 
were held three or four times a week, among 
all ages, from 7 to 70. 

Some whole houshelds have followed their 
Lord in baptism. We have baptized seventy 
three in this new chureh, which now contains 
about eighty members. Not Jess than about 


twenty more we hope are the subjects of Di-

Some things were very extraordinary among 


the children. Soon after the work began, the 


little children, from the age of 8 to 12 or 14, 


set up prayer meetings, witheut the knowledge 


of their parents; and soon we rejoiced to see 
that the Lord could perfect praise out of the 
mouths of babes and sucklings.

AS many of our Subscribers feel a deep interest in 

the Revival which has lately commenced in this place 

and New-Castle, we would merely observe; that the 

awakening still continues and furnishes increasing evie 
dence that it is a work of the Holy Spirit of God. 

Public assemblies are not quite so numerous or so 
thronged as they were at first, neither is there as much 

animal feeling manifested as at the first shock. Yet 

meetings are frequent, almost every evening in the 
week, the assemblies unusually large, and at times con. 
siderable feeling and great solemnity prevails. A large 

proportion of those who were convicted at an early 
stage of this Work are now rejoicing in the Lord A 

few have quenched the spirit and relapsed into care- 
lessness and sin; but their place has been more than 
supplied by others coming forward to taxe their place. 
Those who first manifested their convictions were prin- 
cipally young (perhaps from their being less accustom- 
ed to veil their feelings,) but now older, and stouter 
sinners begin to confess their anxiety and enquire after 
the Lord, With regard to the other Churches and So- 
cieties in this town, we have no definite information, 
but in the Second Presbyterian Church the work is 
progressing ; 101 persons lately came before the ses- 
sion fur examinatioa, 73 of whom were received to 
membership, and 28 on account of their youth, or short. 
ness of experience, or other causes, received on trial 
as candidates fur future communion. On the last Sab- 
bath the Lord’s supper was administ£.ed in the Second 
Presbyterian Church, in presence of an overflowing 
congregation, when the new candidates entered into 
covenant to serve the Lord, and 20 received the ordi- 
nance of Baptism. 

In New-Castle, at the last accounts, about 24 were 
rejoicing, and double that number anxious,—Mectings, 
solemn and well attended, 

Tho God our Saviour is manifestly the Author and 
Finisher, the Beginning and ending of this work, yet, 
here, as in other places, he has wrought by means, and 
by means adapted to the end. 

In the first place he has poured out a Spirit of ago- 
nizing Prayer for the Salvation of sinners. In the fa 
mily and in the closet,—in little social circles,—in gen- 
eral concert, morning, noon and night, there has been 
a spirit of wrestling anxiety poured out which is al- 
ways an earnest of coming blessings. 

In the second place, the earnest exhortations adress- 
ed by Christians to their dying friends and neighbours, 
the insuppressible anxiety, and even agony of some of 
the young converts for their dear relatives whom they 
beheld standing on the brink of hell,—their strong cry- 
ing and tears—and ardent remonstrances, and warnings, 
and entreaties to come to a Saviour so willing to save, 
so ready to bless—have also been blessed in alarming 
the careless, and making all te feel “ surely God is 





as we went from aisle to aisle, and from pew to 
pew, we found hardly one who was not anxious 
to know what he should do to be saved.—Chris- 
tians are wide awake; and begin to hope, that 
the skies are about to pour down righteousness 
upon all this thirsty land—as rain upon the 
tender herb, and as showers upon the mown 
grass.”
